He read a letter left by President 


W ilson when he went to Europe ex­ 
pressing the hope that the mission 
would result in "bringing about the 
desirable ends set forth in the joint 
resolution of the Legislature. 
Governor General Harrison of the 


Philippines followed Mr. Baker with 
the statement that his experience in 
the islands had convinced him that 
the obstacles to 
independence that 


appeared to exist a few years ago had 
been cleared away. 


The mission, including 4<» promin­ 
ent Filipinoes and headed by Presi­ 
dent Quezon, president of the Senate, 
upon being received in Secretary B a ­ 
ker’s office today, presented a formal 
memorial asking independence 
aud 
pointing particularly to the record of 
the Philippines In the great war.
